The  Borou^  of  Bridport  comprises  775  acres  in  area.  Its  greatest 
\7idth  is  in  the  north,  vrhile  a long  narrovr  corridor  connects  it  ndth 
the  sea  at  ¥est  Bay  vdiere  there  are  two  Beaches,  separated  hy  the  harhour. 

The  manufacture  of  nets  and  tvri.nos  is  the  staple  industry  which  also 
employs  outworkers  in  their  homes.  Other  industries  are  the  malcing  of 
pre-cast  concrete  buildings,  light  engineering  and  bre'.ring,  \;hile 
catering  for  summer  visitors  plays  a big  part  in  the  life  of  the  inhabitants, 

TTater  Supplies.  J7e_s_t  Dq^^  BoaM*  s Regional  Scheme. 

The  Tlest  Dorset  Water  Board  took  over  direct  responsibility  for  the 
water  supply  to  the  Borough  on  Ist,  Aprd.1,  1959» 

In  answer  to  the  Council's  resolution  that  the  minister  should 
withold  his  approval  of  the  Regional  Scheme  in  principal  and  in  particular 
Phase  1 thereof,  until  such  tine  as  the  future  of  the  Board  in  their  proposed 
amalgamation  with  areas  to  the  east  had  been  determined,  or  that  a Public 
Enqu±ty  had  been  held  to  deteraine  the  financing  of  the  scheme  without 
imposing  undue  hardship  on  the  rate-payers,  the  I/Iinister  stated  he  was  not 
prepared  to  withold  his  approval  to  Phase  ^ of  the  Board's  scheme  until 
re-grouping  had  taken  place.  He  stated  that  none  of  the  \7orks  proposed 
would  become  redundant  and  that  the  financing  of  the  scheme  rests  vri-th  the 
Board  and  he  did  not  propose  to  hold  a Local  Enquiiy,  He  also  stated  that  in 
addition  to  specific  grants  for  water  supplies  in  rural  areas,  assistance  was 
given  financially  by  way  of  rate  deficiency  grants.  It  was  suggested  that 
the  Borou^  representations  to  the  Board  should  be  made  throu^  their 
representatives  on  the  Board,  The  relevant  resolutions  of  the  Board  had 
been  passed  unanimously, 

A deputation  from  the  Board  to  the  Ministry  at  the  beginning  of  I96I, 
raised  the  two  main  questions  of  (a)  grants  and  (b)  re-grouping  'of  water 
undertakings . 

The  Parliamentary  Secretary  replied  that  he  had  appreciated  the  Board's 
efforts  to  provide  their  area  vn.th  mter.  He  realized  the  financial  burden 
placed  upon  them  and  promised  to  consider  carefully  the  qiaestion  of  grants. 

He  desired  the  Board  to  proceed  with  their  scheme  ’uithout  delay  and  v;as 
anxious  to  meet  their  dif field. ties.  He  wished  the  Board's  area  to  be  enlarged 
and  would  seek  to  persuade  their  neighbours  to  amalgamate  with  the  Board,  and  he 
undertook  to  draw  the  Board's  fears  and  burdens  to  the  attention  of  the  Minister. 

In  April,  the  Minister  approved  Phase  1 of  the  Board's  Regional 
Scheme  Tithout  prejudice  to  any  decision  that  might  ultimately'’  bo  taken  on 
the  draft  Order  for  Litton  Cheney. 

A Public  Enquiiy  regarding  the  proposed  development  at  Litton  Cheney 
was  held  on  14th,  September, 

Good  progress  iTas  made  during  on  capital  T/orks  contracts  of  Phase  1, 

and  by  the  end  of  the  year  :-

Detailed  foundation  dratings  for  the  pumps  had  been  received 
and  the  permanent  hi^i  voltage  line  to  the  site  erected, 

(0)  The  Con-tractors  had  built  a temporary  access  road  and  vrere 
excavating  the  site  for  the  Toller  Down  reservoir, 

(d)  Approximately  15,300  yards  of  10",  8"  and  6"  main  betr/een 
Hooke  and  the  si-te  reservoir  at  Stoke  Knapp  was  completed, 

(e)  7,500  yards  of  6"  main  ws-s  laid  from  North  Warren  Hill 
reservoir  "via  Salwny  Ash  to  Dottery  tith  an  extension  to 
Bradpole,  This  main  "iTas  connected  to  the  existing  mains  in 
Netherbuty,  Thus  ■ ater  from  the  present  source  supplying 
Beaminster  would  augment,  during  part  of  19^2,  the  supply  from 
Litton  Cheney  to  Bridport  and  Bradpole. 
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By  early  19^2  it  v/as  hoped  to  let  the  follovn.ng  contracts  v/hich  v;oiiLd 
complete  Phase  1 ,

^hj  Reseirvoir  at  North  Bov/ood. 

(c)  liain  laying^ Purlei^  Cross  to  Broadvd.ndsor, 

The  Boarvi's  Engineer  felt  reasonably  confident  that  it  woiild  he 
possible  to  lift  the  ban  on  water  supply  to  new  bxiilding  development  in 
the  Bridport  area  by  December,  19^2,  and  also  to  supply  BroadiTindsor  by  that 
date.  Plans  for  estate  developoont  in  the  District  have  continued  to  be 
approved,  with  the  condition,  that  the  development  shall  not  be  comiaenced 
until  the  dv;ellings  can  be  served  by  the  Water  Board, 

Puncknowle,  Swyre  and  Bexington , 


At  the  end  of  April,  water  was  laid  on  from  Litton  Cheney  to  West 
Bexington  via  Puncknov/le  and  ST;yre  throu^  a new  mains  system  of  8,212  yards 
in  length. 

Re-grouping  of  J^atej:* __Unde_rta^_n^ 

In  May,  the  Minister  informed  the  West  Dorset  Water  Board  that  he  had 
communicated  with  the  Dorchester  Borou^  and  Rural  District  Councils,  Weymouth 
Borough,  Portland  Urban  District  Council  and  the  Weymouth  Water  Works  Company, 
foresliadowing  moves  regarding  re-grouping  at  a not  too  distant  date,  and  in 
September,  on  the  suggestion  of  the  Minister,  a Working  Party  was  formed  to 
prepare  an  agreed  body  of  information  from  \;hich  a more  accurate  assessment 
than  at  present  existed,  could  be  made  of  the  lUcely  biu?den  which  re-grouping 
wo\Jld  impose  on  the  consumers  of  water  vriLthin  the  four  adjacent  authorities. 

At  its  first  meeting  on  25/9/6I , it  agreed  on  a form  of  questionnaire  to  be 
completed  by  all  the  authorities  concerned,  the  figures  from  v/hich  would 
bo  consolidated  by  the  Deputy  County  Treasurer,  The  Working  Party  then 
proposed  to  prepare  an  agreed  report  showing  the  financial  implication  of 
forming  a board  to  serve  both  Central  and  West  Dorset,  The  Report  wouild 
sho\:,  first,  the  financial  position  of  the  proposed  Board  if  formed  in  the 
near  future  and,  secondly,  the  long  term  position  after  all  major  capital 
works  had  been  completed  and  any  preferential  rates,  special  contributions, 
etc,  had  ceased  to  operate.

As  a result  of  the  Hydrographic  Survey,  Land  and  Marine  Contractors  Ltd 
put  foivard  a plan  to  take  the  seuage  to  sea  at  east  heach,  West  Bay, 
by  a long  sea  outfall  pipe.  The  works  proposed  couprise 

(a)  Pimping  Chanber  and  connecting  nanhole  between 
the  old  and  new  sewers  at  chainage  - ^00  feet. 

(b)  18  inch  spun  iron  pipeline  fron  the  connection  vd.th  the 
old  sei/er  to  approxLnate  chainage  - 200  feet. 

(c)  18  inch  steel  pipeline  fron  approxLnate  chainage  - 200  feet 
to  the  discharge  point  at  chainage  - 4,300  feet. 

The  steel  outfall  pipeline  would  be  in  187-  inch  o.d,  x w.t, 
seanless  steel  tubes  jointed  by  butt  welding.  The  pipeline  would  be 
lined  inteimally  by  a continuous  in  situ  lining  process,  and  coated  externally. 

An  outer  concrete  coating  approximately  2 inches  thick  would  bo 
applied  to  the  main  length  of  pipeline.  The  section  of  pipeline 
through  the  surf  zone  would  receive  additionalconcrctc  protection,  and  throu^i 
the  gravel  bank  tidal  zone  the  pipeline  would  be  concreted, 

A cathodic  protection  system  vrould  be  installed. 

With  regard  to  punping  and  conninution  provision  would  be  made  for*  the 
installation  of  disintegrator  punps. 

The  whole  of  the  construction  v/ork  would  be  done  landwards  fron  chainage 

- 900  feet.  The  pipeline  would  be  pulled  out  to  eea  fron  this  construction 
site  and  it  wo\ild  be  necessary  to  close  the  road  only  during  the  p\illing  period 

- not  more  than  48  hours. 

The  only  visable  signs  of  the  work  on  completion  would  be  tlie  access  to 
the  manhole  and  pumping  chanber.  The  total  cost  is  estimated  at  £123,000. 

In  October,  a Joint  Meeting  of  the  West  Dorset  LocaA  Authorities  took  place 
regarding  the  proposed  scheme.  It  was  decided  to  employ  a firm  of  ConsiILtant 
Engineers  to  make  the  necessary  investigation  and  preparation  of  a.  preliminary 
report  on  the  scheme  as  affecting  the  tv;o  Bridport  and  Beaminster  Councils. 
Subsequently  the  Cormcils  agreed -fco  contribute  to  the  cost  (730  guineas)  of  the 
Consrfetants  fees  in  the  following  proportions  - Bridport  Borou^  3/’12ths, 

Bridport  R.D.C.  4^12ths,  and  Beaminster  R,D,C,  3/l2ths.  Any  grant  from  the 
Dorset  County  Comcil  for  this  report  would  be  apportioned  among  the  constituent 
authorities  on  the  foregoing  basis,

Apart  fron  a few  sites  with  a single  caravan  on  each,  the  main  site  is  at 
Tfest  Bay  and  is  oiTned  by  the  Coimcil  wiio  employ  a full-time  Supervisor  and  three 
nen  during  the  camping  season  v/hich  lasts  fron  1st.  April  - 30th,  September. 
Uater  is  supplied  to  various  standpipes  near  which  are  concrete  tanlcs  for  the 
reception  of  foul  water  and  which  are  emptied  regularly  by  a tank  emptier.  There 
are  ’.rater  closets,  and  hot  and  cold  showers,  A daily  collection  of  refuse  fron 
covered  metal  receptacles  scattered  throu^  the  camp  field,  is  made  dioring  August 
and  three  times  a week  for  the  rest  of  the  season.  No  caravans  are  allov/ed  to 
remain  on  the  site  after  30th.  September, 
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FolloxTing  the  introduction  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development  hot  1 9^0,  the  Council  have  introduced  further  improvements 
to  the  Ca,np  Field  hy  uay  of  uater  points,  extensions  to  roa,ds,  and  at  present 
a scheme  is  under  nuy  for  a nev;  "block  of  conveniences  ■'.iiich  uill  accommodate 
ladles  and  gents  toilets,  deep  siihcs  for  'washing  etc.

During  the  year  the  Avon  and  Dorset  River  Board  completed  ti/o  major 
schemes  of  improvements  to  the  Rivers  Brit  and  Asker,  In  both  cases  new 
channels  ueve  cut,  new  weirs  formed  and  other  general  improvements  carried 
out  to  relieve  the  tovrti  of  flooding  at  two  points  which  had  been  considered 
for  some  time  to  "be  "bottle  necks".  The  autumn  and  iTinter  of  saw  no 

unusual  storms  so  that  the  works  have  as  yet  xo  be  really  tested  under  abnormal 
rainfall  conditions . 

In  July,  the  Land  Drainage  ^^ct  , came  into  operation.  Councils 
are  encouraged  to  undertake  flood  prevention  T/ork  in  their  district  other  than 
on  main  rivers.

Meat  Inspection, 

There  is  no  slaughterhouse  in  the  Borough,  the  previous  one  having  been 
vacated  on  3l/l2/60,  The  retailers  obtain  their  neat  from  outside  the  district.

Bridport  are  not  considered  adequate,  Tlie  Minister  is  of  the  opinion 
that  this  vrould  be  a consideration  for  him  to  take  into  account  should 
any  application  for  a new  slaughterhouse  licence  be  made  to  the  Council 
and  referred  to  him  under  the  provisions  of  Section  A of  the  Act," 

The  Council  raised  no  objection  to  the  Minister’s  proposed  action. 

Food  Hygiene  C_ourse_. 

During  the  vinter,  a Food  Hygiene  Course  was  held  designed  for  food 
handlers  in  the  catering  and  allied  industries.  This  was  organised  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  end  the  Bridi^orb  Borough  and  Rural  Public  Health

The  provision  of  these  has  helped  considerably  v/ith  the  re-housing  of  the 
elderly.  Planning  pemission  for  26  old  people’s  dv/ellings  is  outstanding  in 
respect  of  14  additional  dwellings  forcing  an  extension  to  the  Fullbrooks 
Estate  and  12  at  llagdalen  Lane  on  the  site  of  the  Iviagdalen  Lane  Conpulsoiy 
Purchase  area. 


In  October,  a neeting  was  hold  of  representatives  fron  the  Bridport  Borough 
and  Rural  District  Councils  together  with  interested  voluntary  organisations 
and  persons, and  it  was  agreed,  to  fora  a sub-cocnittee  to  drav/  up  a list  of 
old  people  in  the  two  Councils’  areas,  so  that  the  size  a.nd  nature  of  the  problem 
night  be  ascertained  in  order  to  make  future  plans  to  help  the  old  people.
